Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Applicant's 
claims 2 - 17 are allowable, because prior art does not teach continuously applying rf 
power to cure and reduce the dielectric constant of a curable SiC film having a dielectric 
constant of 4.0 or higher formed by rf plasma deposition, comprising inter alia: 

(claims 2) forming a cured SiC having a leakage current less than half of the 
curable SiC when a 1MV/cm is applied; 

(claim 3) forming a cured SiC film of the Si-C-H type; 

(claim 6, 8) having a constant mixture ratio of the forming gases before a certain 
point, and then the mixture ratio continuously reduced after the point; and 

(claim 12) achieving a mixture ratio of the forming gases by a ramp up method.
